For the lat- 
ter alfo, we muft beg to be excufed; becaufe our 
Defign is for the General Satisfaction ; which would 
be much abridg’d, fhould we feal up fo large a Di‘qui- 
ficion as this muft be in an Wnknown Language.

For 
we wreftle not againjt flefh and blood, but againft princi-
